ANTICHRIST, SIGNS AND SORROW, 
HAPPENINGS IN RUSSIA 

Some people will think strange of a 
subject like this going into the mis- 
sion department but when we see the 
opportunities of the missionaries be 
ing cut off, it should wake us up on 
the line of missions that we might do 
all we can before the end. 

I am going to give you facts taken 
from various papers and magazines. 
Many of these letters, testimonies, and 
other information are given by more 
than one but I will only use one on 
any one subject as they all state about 
the same thing. I have solicited the 
most of this material from the “Liter- 
ary Digest,” “National Republic,” 
“Wonderful Word,” “Pentecostal 
World,” “Pentecostal Evangel,” and 
“Sunday School Times.” 

ANTICHRIST 


To those who hold to the old theory 
that the antichrist is to come from 
the Roman Catholic Church, I have 
no argument to offer only I would like 
for you to notice a few things that are 
happening. Nations which have been 
almost solid Catholic nations, such as 
Mexico, Spain, and Italy, are now de- 
nouncing it and driving them out, glv- 


ing way or getting ready for some- 
thing else which cannot come until 
this is done. 

Antichrist means against Christ. 
The Catholics acknowledge Him. 


“Every spirit that confesseth not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 
not of God and this is THAT spirit of 
antichrist.” 1 John 4:3. The Catholics 
confess that Christ has come in the 
flesh and do not deny it. 

In an article written by Brother E. 
C. Clark and published in the Evangel 
a few weeks ago, he points to the fact 
that the mark of the beast is probably 
the fasces, the old emblem of Rome 
and that Mussolini is at least a fore- 
runner of the antichrist. That view 
does not necessarily conflict with 
what I have to say. It will be easy for 
these nations to unite and some things 
are pointing to a union between Italy, 
Turkey and Russia now. 

In an article written by Nathan Co- 
hen Beskin and published in the 
“Latter Rain Evangel,” later reprinted 
in the “Pentecostal Evangel,” also 
printed in tract form, almost the same 
views are given as that of Brother 
Clark. But he also states the follow- 
ing: “Yes, all churches are becoming 
one church. We will be united and 
then there will appear one great big 
woodsman who will swallow up all the 
churches, all the banks, all the grocery 
stores, and all the manufactories. He 
will be a great man, the antichrist, 
and when he is revealed there will be 
trouble. We shall’ have tribulation 
such as the world has never seen. I 
shiver at the thought of it. I read of 
the Spanish Inquisition of a man who 
refused to accept the eucharist. They 
forced it upon him but he pushea It 
away and knocked it down. The first 
thing they did then was to cut off his 
right arm, then they put a chain 
around his neck and built a fire; they 
burned pinchers to red heat and with 
these pinchers they plucked his flesh. 
We are told that in the tribulation we 
will have trouble such as the world 
has never known. I read how they put 
a person into a box with the lid screw- 
ed on tightly and through a little hole 
they would let the water drip, drop by 
drop, until the victim would go mad. 

“But the tribulation days will bring 
worse trouble than that. I understand 
there are ten thousand Baptist minis- 
ters languishing in the jails of Russia 
today. Fourteen Jewish Rabbis were 
arrested and condemned to be shot, 
but because of strong protest they 
changed the sentence to life imprison- 
ment, just for daring to pray. In Rus- 
sia today, it is a crime to say prayers 
in the presence of your children. I 
have a clipping from a Russian news- 
paper, offering prizes to any boy who 
will report his parents for eating un- 
leavened bread or praying in the pres- 
ence of the children, the boys will get 
prizes and the fathers will go to jail. 

“You ask, ‘When will this take 
place?’ I believe it will be soon but I 
want to tell you something; I have 
some good news for you. Before the 
antichrist gets too strong, before the 
persecutions become too severe, before 
the enemy gets complete control of 
this earth, I believe the trumpet will 
sound, a shout will be heard from 
heaven and the dead in Christ shall 
be raised and we will be changed and 
be caught up to meet the Lord.” 

Again we read in the “Pentecostal 
World,” “TWO GREATEST FAC- 
TIONS AGAINST RELIGION PLAN 
TO UNITE FOR INTENSIVE 
WORLD-WIDE ACTIVITY. 

“ROME, Nov. 25 (AP)—Fascist Italy 
and Communist Russia are marching 
hand in hand to new _ international 
commercial heights by a combination 
of vast supplies of raw materials with 
modern manufacturing machinery, 
was seen by observers today as a prob- 
able outcome of the conference at 
Milan yesterday between foreign min- 
ister Dino Grandi and Maxin Litdinoff, 
Russian comm«ssary of foreign rela 
tions. 

“These observers held Italy is not 
afraid of dumping, but is anxious for 
cheap materials. Russia, which last 
August entered into an agreement 





with Italy for the purchase of ten mil- 
lion dollars worth of Italian manufact- 
ured goods in 1930-31, was now seen 
as preparing to use Italy as an outlet 
for raw materials. 

“Economists pointed out receipt of 
Russian orders will keep the factories 
of Italy busy which she is preparing 
for development of a Latin American 
trade on which she is said to have her 
eye. 

“The only possible snag is wheat. 
Italy has been making every effort to 
build up her own wheat production 
but as present levels it would be tm- 
possible to compete. 

“With the commercial theory put 
aside we can see another move that is 
afoot, and that is combining the great 
sinister forces into one huge combina- 
tion that has the sole purpose of de- 
struction of government and every- 
thing that breathes of right doing. 

“The fascists are really against reli- 
gion, and the communists are destroy- 
ing everywhere they can, everything 
that is religious. It is slowly makings 
itself revealed that the various wick- 
ed forces are at the moment running 
as different groups, but the master 
stroke will build it all into one great 
monster of destruction. 

“We slowly see the machine in pro- 
cess of the making and are already 
feeling the effects of it. But it won’t 
be long until the man that heads this 
monster will be in our midst. The time 
is fast waning and it behooves us all 
to be up and doing for the Master 
while it is yet day, because the night 
soon cometh when no man can work.” 

“*There will be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth’, then it will be too late, 
too late.”

SOVIET AND TURKEY IN UNION 

“MOSCOW, Mar. 8 (AP)—The sign- 
ing of an agreement between the Sov- 
iet Union and Turkey on Naval con- 
struction in the Black Sea was official- 
ly announced today. 

“According to the terms, each coun- 
try must notify the other six months 
in advance when it intends to build a 
warship. The accord must be ratified 
by each government. It is the second 
protocol to the treaty signed by the 
Soviet and Turkey. This is of interest 
to Bible students since both of these 
countries are mentioned in prophecy.”
